German Spy Goes 
| fo His Doom in 
Tower of London 


Carl H. Lody First to Be 
Executed in Historic 
Edifice Since 1700. 


POSED AS AMERICAN 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—It is officially an- 
nounced that Carl Hans Lody, alias 
Charies A. Inglis, who was found guilty 
by a court martial of saplounse ¢ on Nov. 
2, has been shot aa a spy. 

Lody met his death in the tower of Lon- 
don. The statement concerning the exe- 
cution is brief, merely saying: 

“ Sentence was duly confirmed.” 

Lody died bravely, refusing to the lest 
to reveal the name of the superior officer 
from whom he received his instructions 
to spy on the British navy. 

This was the first execution in the tower 
of London since 1700. The scene of the 
execution was the tower barracks, not far 
from the spot where Anne Boleyn and 
other persons famous in English history 
were put to death. 


Formerly Lived in America. 
Lody, who was about 28 years old, once 
was employed as a guide by a tourist 
agency in New York and also worked for 
the Union Pacific railroad in Omaha, 

He was arrested late in September in 
London charged with eapionage and at 
his trial testified that he was a former 
lieutenant in the German navy but that 
he had been transferred to the reserves. 

In his capacity as a reserve officer, Lody, 
said, he was ordered to go to England and 
keep track of the movements of the B.gt- 
ish fleet, but was warned not to do any 
spying. . 

He was told to travel as an American 
citizen and wes given an American pass-

Mr. Stora, however, indi- 
cated some time ago that his interest in 
the Lody case was only a passing one. 

The marirage of Lody to Miss Storz 
created considerable comment when the 
wedding, which was almoat clandestine, 
occurred two and a half years ago. Ailiss 
Storz met Lody while on a tour of Ger- 
many and other European countries. She 
lived with him only e few months and 
then they separated. 

Lody returned to Kurope and his wife 
sued for a decree. He returned and se- 
cured counsel to oppose the suit, but 
later decided not to contest it and soon 


afterwards left the city.

WHITE PAPER ON TURKEY. 


LONDON, Nov. 11, 1 a. m.—The dipio- 


matic correspondence from the British 
embassy at Constantinople relating to the 


events leading to the war with Turkey 
was issued last night in the form of a 


White Paper. 


The correspondence which begins Aug. 
2 and closes Nov. 4, portrays the grand 


vizier as ostensibly striving to maintain 
the neutrality of Turkey, but proving no 


match for his war minister, Enver Bey, 
“backed by Germany, was deter-

mined to force Turkey into a war against 
the allies.”’ 

The detention by the British govern- 
ment of the two battleships building for 
Turkey in England provided Turkey at 
the outset, according to the White Paper, 
with a grievance, but this soon assumed 
minor importance compared with the 
cruisers Goeben and Breslau, with their 
German crews. 


Grand Vizier Quoted. 

The grand vizier, according to a dis- 

patch from the British embassy at Con- 

stantinople dated Aug. 16, edmitted that 
Germany was doing its utmost to com- 
promise the Turkish government, but 
gave solemm assurance that Turkey's 
neutrality would be maintained. 
This assurance was frequently repeat- 
ed and so impressed the British ambas- 
sador Sir Louis Mallet, that he wrote 
to Sir Edward Grey that he was con- 
vinced of the grand vizier’s absolute sin- 
cerity. 

The grand vizier pleaded for more time 

in which to get rid of the German crews 
of the Goeben and Breslau, and explained 
that the mobilization of Turkey was due 
to necessity of avoiding being surprised 
by Buigaria, but, as stated in ancther dis- 
patch from the ambassador, Enver Bey 
had got “ entirely out of hand,’’ and, con- 
tinued the armbassador, “‘ I gather that he 
alone is responsible for the present situa- 
thon.’ 
Enver Bey Gets Control. 

The situation, as told in the correspond- 
ence, rapidly became.more critical, with 
Enver Bey virtually incontrol. Turkey’s 
preparations for hostilities became more 
open and its breaches of neutrality more 
glaring. 

All the while the grand vizier expressed 
his deep regret at the course affairs had 
taken and still declared he would do his 
uunost to maintain peace.

KING LAUDS BRITISH ARMY. 


Ruler Sends Message of Praise to 


Troops Battling Against Odds 
in France. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—King George has 
sent the following communication to Sir, 
John French, commander of the British 
expeditionary force on the continent: 

“The splendid pluck, spirit, and en- 
durance shown by my troops in the des- 
perate fighting, which has continued so 
many days against vastly superior forces, 
fille me with admiration. I am confidant 
of the final result of their noble efforts 
under your able command.” 

Gen. French replied, thanking his 
majesty for the massage which, he said, 
had been received with gratitude and 
pride by the army. He assured the king

hold the highest tradition of your majes- 
ty*@ army and carry the campaign through 
to a victorious conclusion.” 


LIMIT ON COPPER SHIPPING.

recent battle off the Chilean ccast. 


Emden Famed as Raider. 

The destruction of the Emden cioses the 
career of a sea raider which has been 
without parallel since the famous Ala- 
bama of the confederate states was roam- 
ing the ocean. 

Since the opening of hostilities the Em- 
den is known to have sunk twenty-two 
ships, mostly British, and has captured 
at least one. It has bombarded several 
ports and destroyed cable communica- 
tions with several localities in the far 
eastern ocean. 

No accurate estimate can be made of 
the value of the vessels destroyed or of 
their cargoes. Shipping men have vari- 
ously placed the extent of the damage at 
$4,000,000 to $21,000,000. It is not unlikely 
that additional ships whose logs has not 
been feported were sent to the bottom by 
the German cruiser, 


Search Made for Emden. 
Because of its activity the Emden has 
been hunted for weeks by British, French, 
RusSian, and Japanese war craft, the 
search covering an immense area. The 
success of the Sydney in the hunt ts told 
in the admiralty statement as follows: 

** Yesterday morning news was received 
that the Emden, which had been com- 
pletely lost to sight after its action with 
the Russian cruiser Jamtchug, had ar- 
rived at Keeling or Cocos !s.and and land- 
ed an armed party to destroy the wireless 
station. Here it was caught and forced 
to fight by the Australian cruiser Sydney, 
Capt. John Glossop. 

“A sharp action took place, in which 
the Sydney suffered the loss of three men 
killed and fifteen wounded. The Emden 
was driven ashore and burned. Its losses 
in personnel are reported as heavy. All 
possible assistance is being given to the 
survivors by the various ships which have 
been dispatched to the scene.”’ 


Captain of Emden Saved. 
According to a dispatch from Tokio 
Capt. Karl von Muller and most of the 
crew of the Emden were saved. 

The Evening News in an editorial says: 
“To the British nation there is one re- 
gret in the destruction of the Emden. 
That is the possibility of loss of the life of 
the Emden’s captain, a brave, ingenious, 
and courteous gentleman. Hehas played 
the game admirably. We hope he has been 
saved.” 

The first lord of the admiralty, Winston 
Spencer Churchill, has sent the following 
message to the Sydney and to the navy 
board of the Australian commonwealth: 

_ ** Warmest congratulations on the bril- 
Hant entry of the Australian navy into 
the war and the signal service given to 
the allied cause and to peaceful commerce 
by the destruction of the Dmden.” 


Close of Koenigsberg’s Career. 

' The cruiser Chatham, which erased the 
danger of the Koenigsberg to shipping of 
the allied nations, was a sister ship of 
the Sydney in the Australian navy. The 
Koenigsberg, like the Emden, had made 
@ record as a raider, its most notable 
feat having been the disabling of the 
British cruiser Pegasus in Zanzibar har- 
bor on Sept. 20. 

The Pegasus was caught with a dis- 
advantage as its was undergoing re- 
pairs. Twenty-five of the crew of the 
Pegasus were killed and eighty wounded. 
Since that time the Koenigsberg had 
sunk or captured several merchant ves- 
sels despite the search made-for it. 


Cruiser Seeks River Refuge.

AUSTRALIAN NAVAL HISTORY. 

The royal Australian navy came into 
being in 1911 when the commonwealth 
adopted the policy of making itself self- 
defending and agreed to furnish the Aus- 
tralian fleet unit which since the naval 
agreement act had been supplied by the 
mother country. Thisact of 1903 provided 
that the naval forces on the Australian 
station should consist of not less than 
one armored cruiser of the first class, two 
seoond class cruisers, four third class 
cruisers; four sloops, and a royal naval 
reserve consisting of twenty-five officers 
and 700 seamen and stokers. 

The base of these forces should be the 
ports of Australia and New Zealand and 
their sphere of operations the waters of 
the Australian, China, and Bast Indian 
etations. They were to be officered by of- 
ficers of the royal navy and royal naval 
reserve. Eight nominations for naval 
cadetships were to be given annually to 
the commonwealth and two to New Zea- 
land. An annual charge of $10,000,000 
was to be paid to the imperial government 
by the commonwealth and $200,000 by 
New Zealand. 


Ships of All Classes. 

Under the new agreement of 1911 the 
main obligations of the commonwealth are 
to provide a battle cruiser of the Inde- 
fatigable class, three unarmored cruisers 
of the Bristol class, and six destroyers of 
the improved “river” class; also two 
submarines of the “BE” class and the 
necessary auxiliaries, such as docks and 
dock ships. 

This fleet was made one of the three 
divisions of the eastern fleet working in 
close association with the China and 
East Indian squadrons of the royal navy, 
all being under one control in war but 
the Australian unit being controlled by 
the commonwealth government in peace. 
The vessels are all manned as far as pos- 
sible by Australians, supplemented by 
imperial officers and men.

#ustralian navy now consists of the fol-

. Give Service if Not Money. 

When a man cannot give money he gives 
eervice. 

A German who was once a govern- 
ment official, but is now living in retire- 
sment, has a weak heart. He was anxious 
to join a party of youths and farm labor- 
efs who were going into the fields to gath- 
er in the harvest and prepare the ground 
for the next planting. His doctor for- 
bade any such exertion. 

‘The methodical German worked out a 
graded system of his own. 

He went into the fields. On the first day 
he worked two hours and feit no bad ef- 
fects. The second day he remained three 
hours with the harvesters. The thirdday 
he added another hour, and soon up tothe 
fifth day, when he was avie to work six 
hours, 

‘“‘ And so,” said the German who told 
the story—“ and so all goes well!”’ 

The doctor's offended professional sense 
at the conduct of his patient is said to 
have been considerably assuaged by the 
fact that this conduct contributed some- 
thing to “* the cause.” 


Pension System Is Planned. 

If Germany wins this war an enlarged 
pension system is to be part of the fruits 
of victory, and it will be based, of course, 
on indemnities levied upcn conquered na- 
tions. In most instances the pensions 
paid to disabled veterars of the Franco- 
Prussian wer are pitifully meager, and 
that has long been a source of national 
dissatisfaction. 

The amazing fact has lately been 
brought out that as recently as 1870 
various German cities were just cleaning 
up bond issues made necessary by trib- 
utes levied upon them by Napoleon more 
than half “« century before, 

In the early weeks of the war the talk 
of “‘the man in the street’ was for the 
levying on France of an indemnity of 15. 
milliards. The figures have risen during 
the last month. 

** Fifteen milliards?’’ said a German of- 
ficer; “be assured, my friend, it will be 
nearer thirty.” 


Has Captured 2,000 Cannon. 

On Sept. 20 it was estimated that Ger- 
many had already captured 2,000 cannon 
—as many as it took from France in 1870 
and 1871. 

I saw a park of ten captured French 
guns in a field on the outskirts of Mau- 
beuge. Two German sentries were per- 
forming the dull duty of guarding the 
cannon, and they beamed with relief when 
John McCutcheon proposed that he take 
their picture. 

Meanwhile a German officer surveyed 
the trophies with a condescending eye.

AUSTRIAN NEWS MIXED. 


PETROGRAD, Nov. 10.—The following 
Russian oficial statement was issued to- 
day: 

“In East Prvesia the richt wing of the 
enemy, who has been stubbornly resist- 
ing in the region of Lyck, has been Griven 
back towards the Mazur lakes. Eest of 
Neideburg, twenty-four miles south of 
Koenigsburg, near the Muschaken rail- 
road staticn, a Russian cavalry force de- 
feated a German detachment which was 
protecting the rai!road. The Russians 
captured a train and biew up the raiiroad 
bridges. 

“On Nov. 8 Russian cavairy, meeting 
a cavalry division of the enemy, forced 
it to retire towards Kalisz. On the route 
leading to Cracow we have attained Mie- 
chow, a town forty-four miles southwest 
of Kielce. : 

“In Galicia our troops have traversed 
the river Wisloka. They now occupy 
Rzeszow, Dynow, and Lisko.”’ 


Austrians Evacuating Galicia? 

The Austrian evacuation of the posi- 
tions to the southeast of Lemberg in 
South Galicia and in Bukowina is report- 
ed today to be continuing. There are also 
indications here that the entire Austrian 
line from Stry to Czernowitz is being 
gradually abandoned. 

Dispatches received here from Czerno- 
witz, capital of the crown land of Buko- 
wina, declare that, with the exception of 
a garrison of reservists of the olcest levy, 
no Austrian troops are left there. 

The engagements recently have, for the 
most part, been trivial encounters be- 
tween individual columns. Only at Kolo- 
mea are the Austrians seriously disput- 
ing the Russian advance. 


Rome Confirms Austrian, Failure. 
VIENNA, via Rome, Nov. 10.—It was 
officially announced today that the war 
operations in Galicia soon will be in- 
definitely suspended. For this reason | 
the correspondents who are now there 
have been ordered to the southeast. 
This announcement is interpreted to 
mean that the Austrians have been de- 
feated and intend to withdraw their lines 
of entrenchments with the object of re- 
sisting a Russian invasion into Hungary. 


Vienna Reports Russians Repulsed. 

LONDON, Nov. 10.—The following dis- 
patch from Berlin was received this eve- 
ning by the Marconi Wireless Telegraph 
company: 

“It is officially reported from Vienna 
that the Russians have evacuated the 
greater portion of Bukowina and retired 
in the direction of the Dniester river, 
where they have been pursued by the 
Austrian troops, who have taken many 


Germans Claim Success in North. 

BERLIN, Nov. 10.—Another Russian re- 
pulse on the East Prussia frontier has 
been reported to Berlin from Gumbinnen 
under date of Nov. 8. 

Simultaneously with their operations 
against the main German army under 
Gen. von. Hindenburg on the line of the 
River Warthe the Russians attempted to 
break into East Prussia by the old route 
south of Wirballen, but they were met by 
Gen. von Morgen's army and after heavy 
fighting were driven back across the 
frontier. 

No intimatione regarding the strength 
of the forces engaged have been pub- 
lished here, but they must have been con- 
siderable, inasmuch as the Russians are 
reported as having left 4,000 ereners in 
German hands.

Germans’ Edict at Brussels 
Said to Preclude Dis- 
tribution of Food. 


SAY IDLE MUST WORK. 
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LONDON, Nov. 10.—A proclamation is- 
sued by the Germans at Brussels specitfic- 
ally threatens, according to a dispatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram company from Am- 
sterdam, to stop the distribution of food 
by the American relief committee among 
the unemployed until the Belgians go to 
work. 

A member of the Belgian organization 


United States was in London tonight, and 
was quick to voice a protest against the 
reported proclamation by the Germans at 
Brussels which would nullify American 
philanthropy. 

“‘I am much surprised to hear the Ger- 
mans’ proclamation,’”’ he said. ‘* With 
the best will in the world, it is practically 
impossible for the citizens of Belgium 
to work as usual. It is utterly incon- 
ceivable that after giving to the commis- 


food from America to the devastated 
country, the Getman authorities could, 
on the pretext mentioned, stop supplies 
necessary to our very existence,”’ 


Belgians Anxious to Work. 

The Beigian pointed out that the prin- 
cipal sources of occupation are the rail- 
ways, the coal industry, and metallurgy.

CORRECT THE SYSTEM FIRST. 

The weakness of the appeal for more salaries 
for Municipa] court judges lies in the fact that 
under the conditions now governing the election 
of our judiciary an Increase of pay means an 
increase of public expense without an advance of 
judicial character or efficiency. It is not the salary 
that determines the quality of our judges, but the 
political complications in which their choice is 
involved. When these are removed salaries should 


— 


be raised. 


The present situation is unfortunate for the 
public and for the high grade judges who are 
underpaid. It is fortunate for those members of the 
Municipal bench who are decidedly overpaid at 
$6,000 a year. Some of these judges could ‘not 
earn half the sum annually in practice and do not 
earn half of it on the bench. Their presence in the 
Municipal court is a criticism of the system under 
which we select our judiciary and this appeal for 
more pay is at least welcome as a reminder. 


THE RED FLAG. 

When the Harvard students at the game with 
Princeton in Cambridge wanted to make their emo- 
tions visible as well as audible, they drew red hand- 
kerchiefs from their pockets and, with a great flour- 
ish and pretense of putting these handkerchiefs to 
the purpose for which handkerchiefs are intended, 
flashed a wave of crimson over the stands. 

In the wisdom of the Massachusetts legislature 
it is unwise to permit the carrying of a red ban- 
ner. It indicates a dangerous departure from 
orthodoxy and reveals the malign disposition of 
enemies of the people, disturbers who would kick 
down the props of a secured society and, if they 
had their wicked will, make the gutters run red with 
the blood of comfortable burghers who much would 
prefer to be in bed.

Therefore the most fortunate and delightful 
result of legislation by scrambled eggs instead of 
brains was that when several thousand young 
gentlemen wished to salute their football] players | 
they had to blow their noses. Thus neatly and | 
with full effect was the ridiculous reduced to its 
absurdity. 


CONVERT CANNON. 

The Hon. Meyer London, Socialist and congress- 
man elect from the state of New York, modestly | 
says that his mission in Washingtcn cannot rea- | 
sonably be and therefore is not the enactmert of | 
laws which would carry out a socialistic program. . 
Mr. London recognizes himself as an irreducible | 
minority of one which will be tractable and sub- 
missive to its own leadership, needing no caucus 
action, but apt to be outvoted persistently on ale 
the major issues of the day. 

Therefore Mr. London desires merely to een 
himself well in the réle of evangelist and if pos. 
sible to leave congress more amenable to reason 
than he found it. An evangelist loves a bright and 
shining convert, one whose repentance will fill the 
eye and move the admiration, offering a conspicn- 
ous example of the worth of the cause to which the 
convert has succumbed. 

We call to Mr. London’s attention the fact that 
Mr. Joseph Gurney Cannon, mellow with experi 
ence and ripe in years, has been sent back by an 
Illinois district on a sentimental errand—to round | 
out his career. Let Mr. London Ingratiate himself , 
with Mr. Cannon and teach our favored son of | 
Anak ,the better way. As we have said, Mr. Can- 
non is mellow and ripe. He has been cultivated 
and mulched and the stubborn clay of his soil 
may be rich enough now for good planting. 

If the tender young sprouts of socialistic thought 
ever were seen coming up with innocent greenness 
out of Mr. Cannon’s nature our idle rich woul 
choose Belgium's as a more secure and hospitable 
soil and depart from these parts.

UNDERMINING THE SALOON. 

The saloon is in straits in certain sections of New 
York where it once held undisputed sway. The 
enemy of the saloon is the moving picture thea- 
ter. In Brooklyn alone, according to dispatches, 
fifty-nine saloons have gone out of business since 
the first of the year because of competition from 
the moving picture theaters in the neighborhood.

There 
will be those who will see in it a confirmation of 
the view that drink is largely foisted upon people 
by conditions about them, that as soon as there is 
an improvement in these conditions, as soon as de- 
center, pleasanter amusement comes their way mon 
forsake the coarser joy of the barroom for the de- 
center and pleasanter recreations.

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THE EMDEN. 
The Emden’s little play with fate ls ended, with 
as much gallantry as it was played. To sail on

This is the kernel of what the 
British inherit from their sea traditions and the 
kernel of what they respect in seamen. 

In the muck of destruction where masses of men 
fight so numerously that a census alone can reveal 
the dead, the individual is a gnat in a whirlwind. 
The Emden and ite men, while they lasted, were 
conspicuous and tasted that glorification of exis- 
tence which comes sublimated out of rik. They 
were without a friendly port, without a means of 
victualing and coaling, except as they seized ships 
and tock from them what they needed. They could, 
with the best of luck, endure only so long. Their 
fate was written. They merely did not know the 
size of the volume, 


A MEASURE OF SAFETY. 

The letter printed in Tus Trisune the other 
day telling what the motorman on surface cars has 
to endure should compe) attention. The man oper 
ating a dangerous machine in a shop or factory is 
not generally placed in a position where he can be 
harassed with questions or otherwise. The motor- 
man operates a delicate and dangerous machine. 
To steer a car through Chicago's streets, especially 
during the hours when traffic is at its height, re- 
quires undivided energies and attention. Yet the 
motorman on street cars is in most cases a sort 
of second conductor. He has to attend to out- 
going passengers. In addition to having his atten- 
tion divided he has his brain befogged by smoke, 
for the front platform is the smokers’ own terri- 
tory. He is harassed, distracted, annoyed. 

The elevated roads have an inclosure for the 
motorman. He Is shut off from the passengers. 
He is not jostled by them. No one interferes with 
his work. The need for such an inclosure is greater 
on surface cars, where the motorman must look 
out for a thousand obstacles, including children 
who play in the streets.

The wet entiord wale thermometer hung 
on the wall is the usual means for testing. 
The readings are referred to tables accom- 
pan) (ng these instruments, The indica- 
tion of the wet bulb thermometer may 
be, and usually is, teo high, indicating 
greater humidity than actually existe. 
This is because the evaporation from the 
wet bulb in still air is not sufficient, 

In taking a reading I always direct a 
strong current of air from an electric fan 
on the thermometer, and this results in 
proper evaporation, although the same 
effect may be had from an ordinary palm 
leaf fan or its equivalent. 


~~ 

While the test with the wet and dry 
bulb thermometer is the best, it is not the 
only one. The indication of the ordinary 
dry bulb thermometer is an excellent 
guide. In fact, it may be all that is 
usually necessary toemploy. For «xam- 
ple, if the temperature is 66 degrees, and 
if under this condition the persons in 
the apartment are warm, it necessarily 
follows that a fair humidity is present. 
If the temperature is 60 degrees, with 
the same warm feeling, the humidity is 
high. If it were not, the persona would 
be cold. Or if the temperature is 78 de- 
grees with no greater feeling of warmth, 
it shows a condition of great dryness of 
air. 

Accordingly one may be guided entirely 
by the temperature reading of the ordi- 
nary thermometer plus personal feeling. 
This te the way I do, and I find it is euffl- 
cient for every-day needs.

During the last winter we have kept 
the temperature of our apartment at 
from 60 to 65 degrees. We have found 67 


degrees to be the maximum upper limit. 


Seventy degrees proved entirely too warm 
for personal comfort, while at 60 degrees 
a condition of balmy and delightful 
warmth prevailed.

There ate some who hold that Lord Dal- 
ke!th ig entitled to the inheritance of even 
still higher honore—namely: those now 
held by King George.

He is descended from the first and only 
Duke of Monmouth, who was the son of 
Charles Il. by his union with Lucy 
Walters, who, according to a number of 
historians, was lawfuily married to the 
Merrie Monarch. 

The Duke of Monmouth was brought up 
as a Protestant, and when his uncle, 
James Tl., succeeded to the crown and at. 
tempted to reéstablish the Roman Cath- 
olic religion, Monmouth, who waa like- 
wise Duke of Buccleuch, having married 
Anne Scott, Countess of Buccleuch in her 
own right, raleed the standard of revolt 
and gathered around him the Protestant 
malcontents with the object of ousting his 
uncle from the throne. 

His insurrection was crushed and he 
himself met with his death on the scaffold 
as guilty of high treason and rebellion, 
nis dukedom of Monmouth being for- 
felted. 

His widow, however, was left in posees- 
sion of the dukedom of Buccleuch and the 
earldom of the same ilk, which she had in- 
herited.

NECESSITY FOR MILITARY 
TRAINING, 
Chicago, Nov. 7.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.jJ—With the awful example of Bel- 
gium relying ona worthless treaty, 
should we not begin to train our youth, 
to teach them that never would this 
country give another country just cause 
for an attack, but that, likewise, never 
would we suffer an attack without re- 
senting it and doing our beat to defend 
our country and our rights? 
This training should be begun and 
carried on in our public schools. The 
boys In the early grades could be taught 
how to march and certain drilis sujtable 
to their ages could easily be taught. As 
the boy grew oider and progressed fn his 
studies he could likewise be given higher 
instruction and taught the manual of 
arms. 
In the large cities, especially, it would 
really be surprising to know the value 
such training would be te the child, and 
to the country. Squads, companies, regi- 
ments, brigades, etc., could be formed and 
officered and still a very little of the time 
of the child taken from his usual work. 
During the vacation period grand ma- 
neuvers could be held, whefe the boys 
could be taught the value of various 
formations, etc., and by the time the boy 
had finished the grammar grades he 
would be possessed of knowledge that 
would stand him in good stead if his 
country should need him.

_ head off, but when a man comes to you

on his head and says I am worth a million 
when he has lost a million you have no 
chance against him.” 

That the prosecution is staking its all, 
so far as Siegel is concerned, on this 
trial was announced in the opening ad- 
dress. Mr. Train asserted that if Siegel 
is acquitted “he will be acquitted for 
good.”’

‘FREIGHT HIS SUBJECT. 


Municipal ownership of the Iilinois tun- 
nel system was advocated at a City club 
luncheon yesterday. Henry A. Goetz, a 
consulting engineer whose specialty is 
the handling of freight, made the recom- 
mendation. 

“The tunnel now under our streets,’’ 
he said, “ is a valuableauxtillary and even 
with its present limited use is doing much 
to take the freight traffic off the streeta, 
Its use should be extended and I feel 
justified im recommending that the city 
should purchase same and pay for it out 
of a fixed rental charge which will amor- 
tize its coset after an extended number 
of years, the city to place ite operations 
in the hands of a board of contro), who 
shall endeavor to extend its use sdlely for 
the purpose of reducing team traffic upon 
the surface.” 

Urges Package Clearing House. 

Mr. Goetz’s theme wae the establish- 
ment of a union packoge freight clearing 
house as a solution to the street congea 
tion problem in Chicago. Such a house 
would handle the interchange of freight 
in less than carload lots between railroads 
just as the new yard at Clearing will 
handle the interchange of cars from one 
company to another. 

In emphasizing the necessity for such an 
institution Mr. Goetz described the dif- 
ficulties of package freight under present 
| conditions, which demand that it be 
teamed through the downtown district. 
He said that the very goods the railroads 
are handling at a lose are the goods that 
block the cermtral thoroughfares of the 
oity. 

Cost to Roads 80 Cents a Ton, 

Taking $2.40 as a fair average wage 
paid such employés we find it is costing 
the railroads about 80 cents per ton 
for accounting and handling freight upon 
their various platforma. 

“ Chicago is a terminal city. No pas- 
senger trains go through. Freight, like- 
wise, destined for points beyond is con- 
signed to, transferred, and rebilled at 
Chicago, requifing an army of laborers 
and clerks. @ifty-eight per cent of it or 
5,000 tons is transferred each day at Chi- 
cago. Wagons alone carry not lese than 
1,740 tone, requiring 2,000 tripe across 
the city by teams from which neither 
city nor railroad receives any benefit.’ 
“A removal of this through traffic in 
package freight to some point outside the 
city is the logical solution for relieving

South America® countries are looking to 
the United States for supplies since the 
war in Burope started, according to an 
editoria? in La Prensa of Oct. 8, which was 
received in Chicago yesterday. North 
Americans are overlooking a large volume 
of trade becguse they have not the pa- 
tience to accommodate the merchante of 
the south who want to buy from them, 
the newspaper says. 

La Prensa, published at Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, is the leading newspaper of 
South America.

President Wilson in his much criticised 
speech at Mobile: The desire to oust from 
these countries all European trade and 
capital, substituting their own. 

“This is purely an illusion, which has 
a prejudicial and retarding effect on the 


| natural development of North American 


trade in our markets. They have not 
themselves sufficient free capital to think 
of an enterprise of this magnitude, and in 
any case our relations with Europe are 
too deeply rooted for any one to think of 
cutting them off. The North Americans 
should only aspire to compete freely in 
our markets with European products. 

“In addition to this, North American 
commercial development in South Amer- 
ica will depend to a great extent on the 
adaptability of their manufacturers in 
the sense of producing merchandise which 
will satisfy local tastes. 


Disregard Latin Tastes. 

‘So far the"Americans have endeay- 
ored to force their own tastes upon the 
consumer. 

*‘ Another mistake of North American 
trade has been that of treating these 
countries with a certain amount of dis- 
dain; failing to comply strictly with or- 
ders accepted, and sending instead infe- 
rior merchandise, or articles different 
from those ordered. 

“Finally, another of the mistakes of 
the American trade has been its excessive 
distrust, which makes it stand out in cem- 
parison with the convenient and easy 
methods adopted by European traders. 

“While the latter will give credit for 
his goods in current account, without 
even insisting on a document, allowing 
payment in six or twelve months, and 
even longer periods, the North American 
trader insists on selilng only for cash. 
Often through a commission merchant 
who sometimes increases the price of the 
goods by an amount equal to their value. 


Branch Sales Houses Urged. 

** If the manufacturers had sales houses 
in Buenos Aires and would do business in 
the manner and on the terms current in 
the market their sales would be muiti- 
plied by a hundred.
